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Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  County 
Borough  of  Hanley. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  you  with  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  Sanitary  condition  of  the  County  Borough  of  Hanley,  for  the 
year  ending  December  31st,  1895. 

Area. — The  County  Borough  of  Hanley,  for  the  purposes  of 
registration,  is  divided  into  two  districts : Hanley,  590  acres ; 
Shelton,  1,178  acres;  being  a total  of  1,768  acres. 

Population. — The  enumerated  population  of  Hanley  in  1881, 
was — Hanley,  22,418;  Shelton,  25,943  ; total,  48,361.  By  the 
census  of  1891  the  population  was— Hanley,  25,618;  Shelton,  29,328; 
total,  54,946.  Assuming  that  the  rate  of  increase  which  prevailed 
between  the  two  last  census  enumerations  is  still  maintained,  I find 
that  the  estimated  population  for  the  middle  of  1895,  will  be : — 

Hanley 27,112 

Shelton  30,897 

Total  for  the  Borough  . . 58,009 

This  estimate  is  made  on  the  supposition  that  the  increase  of 
population  would  be  in  the  same  proportion  as  in  the  last  decade, 
but  if  we  take  the  actual  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  since  the  last 
census,  viz. : — 2,102  in  Shelton,  and  1,991  in  Hanley,  the  population 
would  be  59,039,  roughly  a little  over  1,000  of  the  estimate. 

The  birth  and  death  rates  are  calculated  on  the  estimated 
population,  58,009. 
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The  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  the  Borough,  were  in  the 
middle  of  1895  : — 

Hanley 5,184 

Shelton 5,890 

Empty  houses,  183. 

Births. — The  Births  registered  in  Hanley,  were  1,016  ; 
Shelton,  1,089;  total,  2,105;  being  an  increase  of  50  on  the  number 
registered  in  1894. 

The  birth  rate  is  36 '3  of  the  estimated  population. 

The  birth  rate  of  the  33  largest  towns  was  3T3. 

The  birth  rate  in  1894  was  35*8. 

Of  the  2,105  births,  1,082  were  males,  1,023  females. 

The  births  out  of  wedlock  were  97,  being  equal  to  4-6  per 
cent,  of  the  total  births. 

The  percentage  of  illegitimate  children  in  the  preceding  year 
was  5T. 

The  number  of  illegitimate  births  in  Hanley,  as  in  other 
thickly  populated  towns,  is  increased  by  the  fact  that  many  single 
young  women  leave  the  rural  districts,  where  they  are  known,  to  be 
confined  in  the  towns. 

The  sex  proportion  of  children  born  was  105  males  to  94 
females. 

In  the  preceding  year  there  were  born  110  males  to  86  females. 

Deaths. — 1 have  appended  to  this  Report  a Table  of  Deaths, 
occurring  in  Hanley  and  Shelton  during  the  year  1895,  classified 
according  to  disease  and  ages. 

The  records  show  that  484  deaths  were  registered  in  Hanley, 
and  589  in  Shelton,  making  a total  1,073.  In  1894  there  were  986; 
in  1893,  1,156;  in  1892,  1,177  ; in  1891,  1,244. 
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The  death  rate  is  18 '5  per  1000  for  the  whole  Borough.  In 
Hanley  the  death  rate  is  17*8 ; Shelton,  19. 

In  1894  the  death  rate  for  the  Borough  was  17  2;  in  1893, 
20-2  ; in  1892,  20T  ; in  1891,  22*3. 

In  1894  there  was  the  lowest  death  rate  recorded  in  Hanley, 
as  far  back  as  can  be  traced,  viz.  : 1873. 

The  death  rate  for  1895,  though  not  so  low  as  in  1894,  is,  next 
to  that,  the  lowest  recorded  since  1873. 

The  death  rate  for  the  thirty-three  largest  English  towns  was 
20*7,  ranging  from  14*4  in  Croydon,  to  28'8  in  Liverpool. 

The  death  rate  in  the  33  largest  towns  exceeded  by  2 6 per 
1,000  the  exceptionally  low  rate  recorded  in  1894,  but  was  slightly 
below  the  mean  rate  in  the  ten  preceding  years,  1885-94. 

The  Zymotic  death  rate  was  2 per  1,000.  In  1894  it  was  2T  ; 
1893,  4;  1892,  3;  1891,  3-3. 

In  Hanley  the  Zymotic  death  rate  was  L4  per  1000;  in 
Shelton,  2-5. 

The  Zymotic  death  rate  for  the  33  largest  towns  was  2 ‘8 
per  1000. 

With  regard  to  the  Zymotic  death  rate  it  must  be  remembered 
that  some  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  a large  number  of  Scarlet  Fever 
cases  are  removed  to  Bucknall,  and  that  several  cases  of  Typhoid 
Fever  were  removed  either  to  the  Workhouse  or  the  North  Stafford 
Infirmary,  all  of  which  are  outside  the  Borough  of  Hanley. 

The  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  to  1,000  births  are  197. 
In  Hanley,  190;  in  Shelton,  203. 

In  the  33  largest  towns  there  were  182  deaths  under  one  year 
to  1,000  births,  against  an  average  rate  of  164  in  the  preceding  ten 
years. 

In  1894  the  deaths  of  the  children  under  one  year  to  1,000 
births  were  188;  in  1893,  195;  in  1892,  201  ; in  1891,  191. 
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This  increase  of  Infant  Mortality  in  children  under  one  year 
is  in  strange  contrast  to  the  general  improvement  in  the  death  rate 
of  the  people. 

Causes  of  Death. — Of  the  deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases,

Small  Pox. — On  June  30th,  a case  of  Small  Pox  was  notified. 

Although  the  case  was  at  once  removed  to  the  Hospital  on 
Juty  24th,  another  case  occurred  of  a person  who  had  been  in 
contact  with  the  first,  followed  by  one  on  August  12th,  and  one 
on  26th. 

The  extra  precaution  was  then  taken,  of  not  only  removing 
the  affected  persons,  vaccinating  and  re-vaccinating  all  who  had 
been  brought  into  direct  contact  with  them,  and  thoroughly  cleansing 
and  fumigating  the  house,  but  the  five  persons,  who  were  living  in 
the  house,  were  placed  in  quarantine. 
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These  five  persons,  with  their  own  consent,  were  confined  to 
the  house  for  a fortnight,  and  they  were  found  in  food,  rent  and 
fuel  at  a cost  of  .£3,  with  the  fortunate  result  that  not  another  case 
has  occurred  since. 

One  of  the  Small  Pox  patients  broke  out  of  the  Hospital 
whilst  in  an  infectious  condition,  and  passed  the  night  at  a house 
in  Hanley. 

The  Sanitary  Authority  very  rightly  took  the  steps  to  punish 
so  serious  an  offence  against  the  health  of  the  community.  The  man, 
on  his  discharge  from  the  Hospital,  was  summoned  before  the 
Magistrates,  and  fined  ten  shillings  and  costs. 

Scarlet  Fever  cases  have  been  less  numerous  than  in  1894, 
viz.  : 189,  95  of  whom,  or  nearly  half,  were  removed  to  the  Hospital 
at  Bucknall.  11  deaths  took  place  in  Hanley,  and  among  the  95  cases 
removed  to  the  Hospital  at  Bucknall,  there  were  5 deaths. 

The  death  rate  in  the  cases  that  were  left  at  home'  was  11*7 
per  100  notified  cases;  in  1894  it  was  7'3. 

In  the  cases  removed  to  the  Hospital  the  death  rate  was  5 ‘2. 

The  whole  death  rate,  including  cases  removed  and  those  left 
at  home,  was  8 ‘4  per  cent. 

As  in  past  years,  the  death  rate  was  less  in  the  patients 
removed  to  the  Hospital  than  in  those  that  were  left  at  their  homes. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Typhoid  Fever,  for  some  reason  or  other, 
appears  to  be  Epedemic  in  the  Pottery  towns. 

The  number  of  cases  vary  each  year.  In  the  hotter  and  drier 
seasons  the  notifications  are  more  numerous  than  in  the  years  in 
which  there  is  a larger  rainfall  and  a lower  temperature,  but  since 
1875,  when  the  Public  Health  Act  was  passed,  there  has  been  no 
year  in  which,  cases  more  or  less  numerous  of  Typhoid  Fever,  have 
not  been  the  cause  of  illness  and  death  in  Hanley. 

67  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  notified  last  year;  in  1894 
there  were  46;  in  1893,  159;  in  1892,  69  ; in  1891,  110. 
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These  cases,  as  in  previous  years,  have  been  scattered  through- 
out the  town  • it  will  be  found,  on  looking  at  the  list  of  Streets 
printed  in  this  Report,  and  noting  the  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  that 
occurred  in  them,  that  in  not  many  of  the  Streets  have  cases  broken 
out  two  years  in  succession. 

The  disease  was  by  no  means  confined  to  the  poorest  class, 
and,  as  in  previous  years,  appeared  in  houses  with  water  closets  as 
much  in  proportion  as  in  houses  with  Rochdale  pans  and  cesspool 
privies. 

Several  of  the  patients  contracted  the  disease  whilst  away 
from  home,  and  it  has  unfortunately  happened  in  some  instances 
that  persons,  who  have  gone  away  from  our  smoky  town  to  invigorate 
themselves  with  the  fresh  air  of  the  sea,  have  returned  home  with 
the  germs  of  Typhoid  Fever  within  them. 

Our  water  supply  is  very  good,  but  it  is  possible,  when  broken 
pipes  are  being  mended  either  by  the  water  works  officials  or 
private  plumbers,  for  a little  dirt  to  get  into  the  pipes,  and  ours 
being  a clay  soil,  typhoid  germs,  like  any  other  impurity,  wmuld  be 
retained  in  it,  and  so  might  occasion  a local  outbreak  of  the  disease. 

I have  not  been  able  to  trace  definitely  any  of  the  cases  to 
Polluted  Milk,  but  as  that  is  often  a source  of  infection,  the  boiling 
of  all  milk  used  is  a very  great  safeguard.

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Twenty-four  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  removed  to  the 
N.  S.  Infirmary  of  the  number,  four  of  the  patients  succumbed, 
twenty  recovered.  One  person  was  removed  to  the  Workhouse 
and  recovered. 

Measles. — There  were  169  cases  of  Measles  notified  in  1895, 
and  four  deaths.  In  January  and  February  42  cases;  for  the  rest 
of  the  year  a few  isolated  cases,  then  there  were  six  cases  in  October, 
18  in  November,  and  92  in  December. 

Diphtheria. — Throughout  the  country  Diphtheria  has  been 
for  some  years  on  the  increase.  Hanley,  I am  sorry  to  write,  has 
been  no  exception  to  the  rule. 

There  were  42  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  in  1895,  a larger 
number  than  in  any  of  the  four  previous  years. 

In  all  cases  of  Infectious  disease  notified  to  me,  I have  caused 
notices  to  be  sent  to  the  Schools,  to  exclude  the  children  of  those 
households  from  School  for  a stated  time. 

I also,  in  each  case,  sent  notice  to  the  Free  Library,  to 
discontinue  supplying  books  to  the  infected  household,  and  to  send 
any  books  previously  supplied,  to  the  Sanitary  Office,  to  be 
disinfected. 

DlARRH(EA. — There  were  66  deaths  from  Diarrhoea,  principally 
infantile.  Under  five  years,  58;  over  five,  8. 

Thirty- one  deaths,  nearly  half  the  number,  took  place  in 
September.  Shelton,  last  year,  had  far  more  deaths  from  Diarrhoea 
than  Hanley,  there  being  50  deaths  registered  from  Diarrhoea  in 
Shelton,  and  1 6 in  Hanley. 

In  all  the  new  houses  roofed-in  ashpits  are  built,  but  amongst 
old  property  there  are  still  many  open  ashpits. 

The  Bakehouses  in  Hanley  have  all  been  inspected,  and  are  in 
a very  fair  condition. 

Under  the  new  Factory  and  Workshops  Act  of  1895,  Section 
27  enacts — a place  underground  shall  not  be  used  as  a bakehouse 
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unless  it  is  so  used  at  the  commencement  of  this  Act.  Fortunately 
the  Sanitary  Authority  have  strenuously  opposed  the  building  of 
underground  Bakehouses  in  Hanley,  and  there  are  none  in  Hanley. 

Under  the  same  Act  important  new  duties  devolve  upon 
medical  practitioners : — 

“(1.)  Every  medical  practitioner  attending  on  or  called  in  to 
visit  a patient  whom  he  believes  to  be  suffering  from  lead, 
phosphorus,  or  arsenical  poisoning,  or  anthrax,  contracted  in  any 
factory  or  workshop,  shall  (unless  the  notice  required  by  this 
section  has  been  previously  sent)  send  to  the  Chief  Inspector  of 
Factories  at  the  Home  Office,  London,  a notice  stating  the  name  and 
full  postal  address  of  the  patient  and  the  disease  from  which  in  the 
opinion  of  the  medical  practitioner  the  patient  is  suffering,  and  shall 
be  entitled  in  respect  of  every  notice  sent  in  pursuance  of  this 
section  to  a fee  of  two  shillings  and  sixpence  to  be  paid  as  part  of 
the  expenses  incurred  by  the  Secretary  of  State  in  the  execution  of 
the  principal  Act. 

“ (2.)  If  any  medical  practitioner,  when  required  by  this 
section  to  send  a notice,  fails  forthwith  to  send  the  same,  he  shall  be 
liable  to  a fine  not  exceeding  forty  shillings.” 

Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  1890. — Under 
this  Act,  notices  have  been  served  on  the  landlords  of  the  following 
houses  in  the  Borough,  viz.  : —

Some  of  these  houses  are  either  empty  or  are  being  repaired 
and  rendered  fit  for  habitation. 
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Proceedings  have  been  taken  in  two  cases  during  the  year  in 
in  the  Stipendiary  Court  to  obtain  closing  orders.  In  each  case  the 
orders  have  been  granted  and  the  houses  closed. 

I have  appended  to  this  Report  two  Tables,  A and  B,  drawn 
up  by  the  direction  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  which  will 
repay  careful  perusal. 

Table  A gives  the  different  deaths  at  groups  of  ages ; also  all 
the  deaths  from  the  principal  causes,  distinguishing  deaths  of 
children  under  five  years  of  age. 

Table  B gives  population,  births,  and  new  cases  of  infectious 
sickness  coming  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
classified  according  to  diseases,  ages  and  localities. 

I have  also  appended  a list  of  the  streets  in  Hanley  in  which 
cases  of  infectious  disease  existed.  The  streets  which  had  cases  of 
Typhoid  Fever  in  them  are  marked  in  Red  Ink. 

Smoke  Inspection. — During  the  year  the  Inspector  has  made 
428  observations  and  served  1 notice  for  the  abatement  of  smoke 
nuisances.  One  firm  was  summoned  and  a conviction  obtained.  In 
several  cases  structural  alterations  have  been  made,  and  in  all  other 
cases  where  notices  have  been  served,  greater  care  has  been  exercised 
in  firing. 

In  compliance  with  section  3 of  the  Factory  and  AVorkshops  Act, 
1891,  there  have  been  76  workshops  notified  to  H.M.  Inspector  of 
Factories  for  the  district.
